N EW YORK (AP) — Forced 
to p ay fees and fines, to be fin­ 
gerprinted, 
photographed, and 
display a health card, some­ 
times run out of town, the door- 
to-door salesman always comes 
back for more—and he's getting 
it. Business is thriving. 
Some people, big city dwellers 
especially, have been under the 


impression that today’s some­ 


times 
violent 
society 
has 


doomed the doorbell ringer to 


extinction. It has, instead, just 
forced him to adapt. 


Adaptation has always been 
the trademark of the sales per­ 
son. Today the doorbell ringer 
steps back reassuringly when 
the door opens. It may be a 
woman 
anyway. 
Increasingly 


it's a neighbor, more often than 
before an older man. 
Statistics issued by trade as­ 
sociations 
of the door-to-door 
fraternity 
indicate 
sales 
now 
exceed $5 billion a year, with 
employment at a minimum of 
two million sales people earning 
from less than $5 a week to $30,- 
000 a year or more. 
The industry sells nearly as 
many 
household 
products 
as 


exist, 
Including razor blades, 
television sets and full rooms of 
furniture. 
Big-ticket 
items, 
costing $100 or more, are be­ 
coming a larger part of the 
business. 


Cold canvassing is less fre­ 
quent now. House parties given 
by a neighbor are common. The 
1 slickster 
“ working 
my 
way 
through college” has sometimes 
been replaced by the retired 
I worker supplementing his Social 
Security. 


The largest part of the busi­ 
ness today is done by independ­ 
ent sales 
people representing 
; national manufacturers. Gener- 
I ally they are assigned a territo­ 
ry in their own neighborhood. 
These 
people, 
recruited 


through 
recommendations 
of 
sales people or ministers and 
priests, or though classified ads, 
sell strictly for cash from a 
small inventory. They net up to 
! 40 per cent of the sales price. 


House parties use some of the 
same methods except that in- 
I stead of ringing many doorbells 
; the sales person rings one, in­ 
duces the occupant to throw a 
party for her neighbors and the 
sales person, too. Then the pitch 
i is made. 


Still another method thrives in 
middle- and lower-income ar­ 
eas. This is installment selling, a 
method 
using 
full-time 
sales­ 
men. 
The 
instalment 
repre­ 
sentative sells anything on a 
weekly payment plan. 


Spokesmen for this segment 
claim some five million families 
as customers and estimate the 
total gross is a billion dollars 
a year. 


M o s t 
installment 
salesmen 
operate independently or as rep­ 
resentatives of a small local 
sales 
force. 
Sometimes 
they 
represent a neighborhood de­ 
partment store. But they never 
restrict 
themselves 
to 
the 
product of one manufacturer. 


They work. A small operation 
of 10 sales people might have 4,- 
000 to 5,000 active 
accounts, 
with each salesman responsible 
for perhaps 85 calls 
a 
day. 
There’s no limit to his hours nor 
to his days. He works most of 
the time.
